As seasons change, so do bus 
schedules. 

Come Sept. 2, the Edmon¬ 
ton Transit System will restore 
summer reductions, but there 
are also permanent changes — 
including seven new routes. 

City administration initially 
proposed cutting 12,000 transit 
hours while trying to balance 
2012 numbers, but council 
didn’t jump on board.

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Fire station. 

Call out for 

reopening 

ofRossdale 

Talk of putting a crew back 
into Fire Station 21 is heating 
up. 

The Rossdale station at 93 
Avenue and 101 Street was 
vacated in the late 1990s due to 
budget pressures. 

But the North Saskatch¬ 
ewan River is becoming even 
more of a focus for both recrea¬ 
tion and residential needs, said 
Edmonton Fire Rescue Chief 
Ken Block, noting there are 
plans to develop eight more 
boat launches. 

“Fire rescue needs to 
position itself to plan to be able 
to meet and understand that 
there certainly will be a need,” 
he said. 

Station 6 in Millcreek 
currently responds to river res¬ 
cues, but there is a travel delay, 
said Block, adding a crew at 
Rossdale could also help with 
calls in the downtown core. 

According to a report to be 
discussed Monday, consulta¬ 
tion ordered last fall has been 
carried out — and results indi¬ 
cate 55 per cent of residents 
support the reopening. 

But Rossdale Community 
League president Lynn Parish 
said consultation has been 
“totally inadequate.” 

Two questions were asked 
over the phone to 86 residents, 
and only 18 to 20 people were 
invited to focus groups, she 
said, adding residents simply 
want more information and 
discussion. 

According to the report, 
a pubhc-information session 
is being planned for late this 
year. 

Necessaiy repairs for the 
station total $1.5 million, with 
further renovations estimated 
at $4.5 million.

Ex-police chief issues 
statement about son 


A former Edmonton police 
chief whose son recently ad¬ 
mitted in court that he killed 
his former girlfriend says 
he prays for the woman, her 
family and others who his son 
is also accused of assaulting. 

John Lindsay and his wife 
say in a statement that they 
are both “very greatly sad¬ 
dened by the profound pain 
of all who have suffered” from 
the events that have been de¬ 
scribed during testimony this 
month. 

Mark Lindsay is on trial in 
Kamloops, B.C., for assaulting 


an undercover police officer 
in B.C. 

He is also charged with 
second-degree murder in the 
killing of 31-year-old Dana 
Turner last year and with as¬ 
sault for stabbing a prisoner 
in the eye during a game of 
Scrabble at a B.C. jail. 

Judge Dev Dley of the B.C. 
Supreme Court has ordered 
a psychiatric assessment for 
Lindsay, who told the court 
he committed the crimes 
because he was being threat¬ 
ened by serial killers.

Safety. Pipeline review to 
be completed by end of 
November: Province 


The provincial government 
wants a review into the safety 
of Alberta’s vast network of 
oil and natural gas pipelines 
to be wrapped up by the end 
of November. 

The Energy Resources Con¬ 
servation Board has released 
its request for proposals for 
an independent third party to 
conduct the review. 

The board wants the re¬ 
view to look at how pipeline 
breaches are responded to, 
how the integrity of pipelines 
is managed and the safety 


of pipelines near bodies of 
water. 

The board says it wants to 
determine if its regulations 
are stringent enough and 
what needs to be improved. 

The province called for 
the safety review after three 
pipeline breaches in Alberta 
this year, including one that 
spilled 475,000 litres of oil 
into the Red Deer River. 

The deadline for a third 
party to apply to conduct the 
review is Aug. 28.

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Another gruesome discovery: 
More possible remains found 


Toronto. On Sunday a 
bag containing ‘fleshy’ 
material was found, 
the second such 
suspicious discovery 
in an area creek 


A coroner has been called in 
to examine a bag containing 
“suspicious” fleshy material 
discovered Sunday in the 
same Toronto creek where 
possible human remains 


were found by a homeless 
man on Saturday. 

The discovery was made 
as Peel police continue to 
search a park in nearby Mis¬ 
sissauga, Ont., where body 
parts were discovered late 
last week. 

A grey plastic bag con¬ 
taining what appeared to be 
remains of some kind was 
found late Sunday morning 
in the West Highland Creek, 
near the Tam O’Shanter golf 
course, by a Torstar News 
Service journalist who 


was photographing search 
teams in the area. 

Police were immediately 
notified. 

The new find was about 
100 metres south of the 
first find. Police immediate¬ 
ly expanded the cordon and 
brought in dog teams. 

“It’s certainly suspicious. 
That’s why we’ve sealed off 
the area and turned it over 
to forensics,” said Sgt. Doug 
Minor. 

Police say they’re wait¬ 
ing for the coroner to in-

Missouri. Republican Senate 
candidate questions whether 
pregnancy can result from rape 


Todd Akin, Missouri’s Republic¬ 
an Senate candidate, has ques¬ 
tioned whether women can 
become pregnant when they’re 
raped. 

Akin said in an interview 
with St. Louis television station 
KTVI released Sunday that preg¬ 
nancy from rape is “really rare.” 
A video of the interview is post¬ 
ed on the station’s website. 

Alan has said he opposes 
most abortions, and said in 
the interview that if a woman 
is raped, her body “has ways to 
shut that whole thing down.” 

Alan has served six terms 
and has said he’s Missouri’s 
most conservative congress¬ 
man. He’s running against 
Democratic Sen. Claire McCa- 
slall. 


McCasldll’s campaign said 
Sunday that “Alan’s record is 
riddled with policies and votes 
that hurt women.” 

Alan said Sunday the pun¬ 
ishment for rape should be 
focused on the rapist and not 
“attacking the child.” 

Alan was interviewed on 
KTVI’s The Jaco Report, and 
also talked about numerous 
campaign issues such as voter 
ID laws, the economy and Medi¬ 
care. 

The interview was con¬ 
ducted earlier in the week. 

Alan spokesman Steve Tay¬ 
lor declined to comment Sun¬ 
day, saying he had not yet seen 
the interview. McCaskill, who 
is seeking a second term, said 
she found the comments “of¬ 


fensive.” 

This month, Alan won 
the state’s Republican Sen¬ 
ate primary by a comfortable 
margin of victory. During the 
primary, Alan enhanced his 
standing with TV ads in which 
former Arkansas governor and 
presidential candidate Mike 
Huclcabee praised him as “a 
courageous conservative” and 
“a Bible-based Christian” who 
“supports traditional marriage” 
and “defends the unborn.” 

Alan, a former state law¬ 
maker who first won election 
to the U.S. House in 2000, also 
has a long-established base 
among evangelical Christians, 
and was endorsed in the pri¬ 
mary by 100 pastors.

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London. Assange makes 
first public appearance 
since seeking refuge 


WikiLeaks founder Julian 
Assange urged President 
Barack Obama to end a so- 
called “witch hunt” against 
his secret-spilling website, 
appearing in public Sunday 
for the first time since he 
took refuge two months ago 
inside Ecuador’s Embassy in 
London to avoid extradition 
to Sweden on sex crimes al¬ 
legations. 

The 41-year-old Australian, 
who has fought for two years 
against efforts to send him to 
Sweden for questioning over 
alleged sexual misconduct 
against two women, addressed 
several hundred supporters 
and reporters as he spoke from 
the small balcony of Ecuador’s 
mission, watched by dozens of 
British police. 

Ecuador’s President Rafael 
Correa on Thursday granted 
Assange asylum and he re¬ 
mains out of reach of British 
authorities while he is inside 
the country’s embassy. Britain 
insists that if he steps outside, 
he will be detained and sent to 
Sweden, as by law it must meet 
the obligations of a European 
arrest warrant. 

Praising Correa, Assange 
said “a courageous Latin Amer-

ican nation took a stand for jus¬ 
tice,” in offering him sanctuary, 
but did not refer to the Swed¬ 
ish allegations against him. 
Instead, he attempted to shift 
attention to what he claims are 
preparations in the U.S. to pun¬ 
ish him for the publication by 
WikiLeaks of a trove of Amer¬ 
ican diplomatic and militaiy 
secrets. 

Assange and his support¬ 
ers claim the Swedish case is 
merely the opening gambit in 
a Washington-orchestrated plot 
to make him stand trial in the 
U.S. — something disputed by 
both Swedish authorities and 
the women involved.

One man’s battle to breastfeed 


Outdated attitudes? 

Transgender dad 
was turned down 
as a group leader 
for a breastfeeding 
advocacy group 


Trevor MacDonald, a slim 
man with short silky, dark 
brown hair, a radiant smile 
sandwiched between a wispy 
moustache and goatee, sits 
bare-chested in a leafy Toronto 
garden, his infant son sucking 
gently on his tiny left breast. 

In the photo, shot on a re¬ 
cent visit to the city from his 
Winnipeg home, Trevor bliss¬ 
fully cradles the boy, content¬ 
ment visible in his features. 
This is a proud papa breast¬ 
feeding his 16-month-old child, 
just as he has done many times 
before. 

Trevor, a 27-year-old stay-at- 
home parent, loves fatherhood 
and, as a transgender man, 
identifies as a dad. And he loves 
breastfeeding, owing his con¬ 
fidence and comfort nursing 
to his La Leche League Canada 
(LLLC) motherhood support 
group in Winnipeg. 

In early June Trevor wrote 
a letter to LLLC — an affili¬ 
ate of the influential inter¬ 
national mother-to-mother

“This has made us all stop 
and think. This is the first 
time in 55 years (of LLLC 
history) this question has 
come up.” 

Fiona Audy, chair of the board of 
directors, La Leche League Canada, 
regarding MacDonald’s request to be a 
breastfeeding advocate group leader 

breastfeeding advocacy group 
— asking what it would take 
to become a group leader. He 
wanted to coach LGBTQ mem¬ 
bers and those who struggle, 
like he did, to breastfeed after 
chest reduction surgery. 

LLLC rejected the request 
seven weeks later, citing an 
18-year-old policy: “Since an 
LLLC leader is a mother who 
breastfed a baby, a man cannot 
become an LLLC leader,” the 
organization wrote in its reply, 
which is posted on Trevor’s 
blog, Milk Junkies. 

“You told me that you do 
not identify as a mother,” 
LLLC continued. “You are your 
baby’s father. According to LLL 
philosophy the roles of moth¬ 
ers and fathers are not inter¬ 
changeable. I think that this 
would make it difficult for you 
to represent LLL philosophy.” 

Not interchangeable. Those 
words resonate strangely to a 



transgender man. For Trevor, 
who said he was “disappoint¬ 
ed” by LLLC’s refusal, the terms 
motherhood and fatherhood 
are, at best, quaint. “First and 
foremost I identify as a parent,” 
Trevor said. 

“I suppose I use the term 
(fatherhood) because it’s what 
we have going in our society, 


not because I think it’s fantastic 
or I think it’s really accurate.” 

Trevor uses a supplemental 
nursing system: a bottle with 
a long, narrow tube filled with 
milk purchased online from 
donors. He credits LLLC with 
helping Jacob suck simultan¬ 
eously from his father’s breast 
and the tube, torstar news service

Endurance athlete Diana 
Nyad forged ahead through 
the Straits of Florida with re¬ 
newed vigour Sunday in pur¬ 
suit of a record 166-lcilometre 
unassisted open-water swim 
without a shark cage. 

The 62-year-old Los An¬ 
geles woman was said to be 
comfortable, confident and 
steady at around 50 strokes 
per minute after a harrow¬ 
ing night of painful jellyfish 
encounters — despite a new- 
and-improved bodysuit she 
hoped would offer better pro¬ 
tection. 

Nyad was stung four times 
during the night on the neck, 
lips, hand and forehead, ac¬ 
cording to members of her 
50-member crew who up¬ 
dated fans through social 
media. 

Nyad had planned to don 


the bodysuit, which covers 
her from head to toe except 
for holes for the eyes, nose 
and mouth, at night, when 


jellyfish tend to rise to the 
surface. But it apparently did 
not work as well as antici¬ 
pated. 


At least two of the stings 
were from the dangerous box 
jellyfish, which forced her to

A lcayalc-borne apparatus 
shadowing Nyad helps keep 
sharks at bay by generating a 
faint electric field that is not 
noticeable to humans. 

The team expects Nyad 
will take at least 60 hours to 
complete the swim, meaning 
she would arrive in the Flor¬ 
ida Keys sometime Tuesday.

Elliot Lake braces for 
winter without mall 


Big loss. For the small 
Ontario town, the 
Algo Centre Mall was 
far more than just a 
shopping centre 


The days are still long and 
warm but winter is on the 
minds of many residents of 
Elliot Lake, a community nes¬ 
tled among the rugged beauty 
of rocks, forests and lakes of 
northern Ontario — known 
now across Canada as the 
town whose mall collapsed. 

Now the remains of the 
Algo Centre Mall stand as 
mute evidence of the June 
disaster that has robbed the 
town of its main gathering 
place. 

The town of about 13,500 
people is still trying to come 
to grips with the loss of a 
building that was so much 
more than just another shop¬ 
ping centre. 

The mall provided warmth 
in winter, cooling in summer. 
A spot to socialize, have a cof¬ 
fee, get some exercise, and 
shop, all in one place. Sixty 


per cent of the town’s retail 
space was in the mall — 18 
stores, nine government of¬ 
fices, and the library. All 
gone. 

Many residents are on 
fixed income, unable to drive 
or bear the cost of getting to 
other communities to shop. 
Sudbury, the nearest city, is 
more than two hours away. 

Winter is already being 
felt as parents prepare to 
send children back to school. 
But with the disappearance 
of retailers like Zellers and 
Dollarama, there’s no longer 
a handy place to buy neces¬ 
sary gear like warm hats and 
mittens. 

Capt. Pamela Stanger, with 
the Salvation Army, said she’s 
already seen an increase in 
need for both the drop-in cen¬ 
tre and thrift store the organ¬ 
ization runs. 

“They need a place where 
they can afford to go to hang 
out,” she said. 

Summer has allowed for 
relative ease of movement 
and people have been finding 
alternatives: The doughnut 
shop, fast-food place, or an¬ 
other restaurant.

NV has raised its bid for a

Singapore conglom¬ 
erate Fraser and Neave 
agreed early Saturday to 
sell its 39.7 per cent stake 


in APB to Heineken, which 
would give the Dutch 
brewer 81.6 per cent of 
APB. Heinelcen’s new bid 
is 53 Singapore dollars 
($42.31), but it covers 
Fraser and Neave’s whole 
stake.

Info lacking in pipeline 
risk-assessment research 


While Prime Minister Ste¬ 
phen Harper says the fate of 
Enbridge’s proposed pipeline 
from the Alberta oilsands to 
tankers on the British Col¬ 
umbia coast will be based on 
science and not politics, docu¬ 
ments show some of that sci¬ 
ence isn’t forthcoming. 

And critics say there is no 
time for the science to be com¬ 
pleted before a federal deadline 
for the environmental assess¬ 
ment currently underway. 

Documents filed with the 
National Energy Board show 
the environmental review 
panel studying the Northern 
Gateway project asked Fish¬ 
eries and Oceans Canada for 
risk assessments for the bodies 
of water the proposed pipeline 
will cross. The pipeline is to tra¬ 
verse nearly 1,000 streams and 
rivers in the upper Fraser, Skee- 
na and Kitimat watersheds. 

The department didn’t have 
them. 

“As DFO has not conducted 
a complete review of all pro¬ 
posed crossings, we are unable 
to submit a comprehensive 
list as requested; however, this 
work will continue and, should 
the project be approved, our 
review will continue into the 
regulatoiy permitting phase,” 
DFO wrote in a five-page letter 


dated June 6. 

Earlier this month, Harper 
told reporters in Vancouver 
that “decisions on these kinds 
of projects are made through 
an independent evaluation 
conducted by scientists into the 
economic costs and risks that 
are associated with the project, 
and that’s how we conduct our 
business.” 

He went on to say “the 
only way that government can 
handle controversial projects 
of this manner is to ensure that 
things are evaluated on an in¬ 
dependent basis, scientifically, 
and not simply on political cri¬ 
teria.” 

But the federal government 
recently sent letters to 92 habi¬ 
tat staff members within Fish¬ 
eries and Oceans in B.C., telling 
them that their positions will 
be cut. Thirty-two of them will 
be laid off outright. 

The cuts will mean the de¬ 
partment in B.C. has half the 
habitat staff it had a decade ago. 

All but five of B.C.’s fish¬ 
eries field offices will be cut as 
part of a $79-million — 5.8 per 
cent — cut to the department’s 
operational budget, including 
the offices in Prince George and 
Smithers that would have had 
the lead in monitoring pipe¬ 
line effects. THE CANADIAN PRESS 


Labour. Zellers workers 
feel shortchanged in 
Target takeover deal 


Angela Rankin knows exactly 
how much Target paid Zellers 
for the leases to 220 stores 
across Canada. 

It wasn’t a billion. It was 
$1.8 billion — $1,825 billion, 
to be more precise. 

Rankin was let go on July 
28 from a Zellers in Toronto 
after 13 years, with nothing 
more than the legally man¬ 
dated severance pay her em¬ 
ployers were required to give. 

“It’s selfishness. It’s sad,” 
says Rankin, 50, a mother of 
one who helps support cous¬ 
ins in Jamaica. 

“I don’t know what they’re 
thinking. I don’t know where 
their mind is. It’s greediness.” 

Rankin will speak at a 
demonstration led by the 
United Food and Commercial 
Workers Union on Wednes¬ 
day morning in front of Tar¬ 
get’s Canadian headquarters 
in Mississauga, Ont. 

“Target needs to do the 
right thing — keep the work¬ 
ers and respect their wages 
and benefits,” says Kevin 
Shimmin, national represent¬ 
ative of UFCW Canada. 

Target posted earnings 
Wednesday of $704 million 
US, or $1.06 per share, in the 
period ended July 30. Overall 
revenue rose 3.5 per cent to 
$16.45 million in the quarter. 



Revenue at stores opened at 
least a year rose 3.1 per cent. 

There were 273 Zellers 
locations in Canada before 
the deals were made, each 
location employing between 
100 and 150 people. About 
15 Zellers stores were union¬ 
ized. 

That means at least 27,300 
people across Canada lost 
their jobs as a result of the 
transactions. 

“The simple fact is that 
Target did not buy the Zellers 
business and as such there 
was no transfer of merchan¬ 
dise, systems or employees,” 
Target Canada spokesperson 
Lisa Gibson said. 

Target will open its first 
stores in Canada in 2013.

I don’t often wax eloquent about 
days long past. Normally, nostalgia 
isn’t my thing. But the long and 
languid days we have experienced 
this summer have made me think 
of another time. 

It’s as if I am thinking of an entirely different planet. Tele¬ 
visions were just beginning to make their appearance and the 
portable transistor radio was a new and wondrous thing. If you 
wanted a friend to play with you, you had to knock on his door. 
The telephone, replete with party line, was for things much more 
important. 

The world hadn’t been completely sanitized for children. 

There were no helicopter parents guiding our every move and 
planning all our activities. We were often left to our own devices 
during the summer. Being home by the time the streetlights went 
on was about the only rule that 
limited the freedom the sum¬ 
mer months offered. 

What made me think of 
those times was the music of an 
ice cream truck coming down 
my street. It’s a sound that 
seems to have endured through 
the decades. It made me think 
of the summer sounds of 
my youth. One of them was 
the ringing of a bell that told 

people the knife sharpener was making his rounds. He would 
walk the streets and people would bring out their knives and scis¬ 
sors for him to sharpen on his portable grindstone. 

Sometimes I would hear the clop-clop of hooves that told me 
the pony man had returned. If your parents agreed, for a fee he 
would give you a cowboy hat to wear and take your picture sitting 
on the pony. Those pictures graced many a mantle. 

There was also the sound of clanging milk bottles that made 
its way into my bedroom in the diminishing grey of the early 
morning. But my favourite sound was the grinding of gears that 
told me the iceman was bringing a huge block of ice for our 
icebox that would soon give way to a refrigerator. 

While the iceman was doing his work, I could sneak out to his 
flatbed truck to see if there was sliver of ice I could filch before he 
returned with his huge ice-piclc and told me to scram.

One California family of 
five is learning what it’s like 
to live on “Mars time” this 
summer. 

NASA flight engineer 
David Oh had to switch to 
Martian time after the rover 
Curiosity landed on Mars ear¬ 
lier this month. His wife and 
three children decided to tag 
along to see what it is like. 


A day on Mars is about 40 
minutes longer than an Earth 
day, so they’ve been waking 
up, sleeping and eating at 
odd hours. One day last week 
breakfast was at 3 p.m. 

Every mission to Mars, 
hundreds of NASA scientists 
and engineers at the Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory make 
the time change for three 
months. But it’s unusual for 
an entire family to join in.

The first day at school isn’t 
what it used to be. These 
days, by the time most chil¬ 
dren start formal education 
they’re relatively comfort¬ 
able with separation from 
the home and parent, says 
Jayne Singer, the clinical 
director of the Child and 
Parent Program at Boston 
Children’s Hospital. 

“Children who have had 
high-quality day care or 
preschool make a better 


transition to school both 
emotionally and socially,” 
she says. 

Still, even leaving a pri¬ 
vate play-based preschool 
to go to a 
public school 
is a big tran¬ 
sition, but 
there’s a lot 
parents can 
do to ease a 
child’s stress 
with any en¬ 
vironmental change. 

When it comes to 
easing anxiety, fam¬ 
iliarity breeds com¬ 
fort. 

“Give the child 
guidance; show them 
pictures of their new 
classroom or school. 

A lot of schools have 
the good sense to hold 
open-houses or have 
a welcome visit. Visit 
the school, visit the play¬ 
ground. Show them the 
classroom and where they 


will play. The sense of fam¬ 
iliarity will ease anxiety.” 

“Also,” adds Singer, 
“younger children do well 
with concrete reminders 


about the passage of time. 
Get a calendar and mark off 
the days until school starts. 
Turn it into a craft project. 
Say, make a flower and 


add a petal for each day.” 

One thing parents should 
watch for is transferring 
their anxiety. 

“Parents shouldn’t as¬ 
sume a child is anxious or 
feels separation. Don’t ask, 
Are you scared?’ Let the 
child bring it up and if they 
do, say, ‘Of course you are. 

I feel nervous when I do 
something new.’” 

Parents should 
also get ready in 
advance 

“Have a con¬ 
versation with 
personnel at the 
school so you are 
prepared for the 
environment,” 
says Singer. 

“The more par¬ 
ents know about 
the school, the 
more authentic 
they are in of¬ 
fering guidance 
to the child. Tell 
your child they

Let them 
bring their feelings to 
you. 


• Do. Visit the school be¬ 
forehand with your kid. 


• Don’t. Be unprepared. 
The more you know 
about the school the bet¬ 
ter for you and your kid. 


will have a chance to play, 
they will have a place to 
draw and paint. Give them 
concrete examples of what 
is there. Give them a vision 
of the classroom as a kind 
and supportive place.” 


Transition. Handling the post-secondary social shift 


One of the major transitions 
many young adults make is 
the shift from high school 
to college life. Gone are 
the comforts of home, the 
security of past friendships 
and a routine existence. 
Instead, the college experi¬ 
ence puts new students 
in an entirely new social 
setting with unrestrained 
freedom. This monumental 
change in lifestyle is one 
that may make some incom¬ 
ing students nervous. 

“I would say, first and 
foremost, there’s anxiety. 
There’s fear,” says men¬ 
tal health counsellor Kelly 
Shanley. 

“There’s also the very 
positive emotions — hap¬ 
piness, joy, excitement, 
anticipation of being in¬ 
dependent for the first 
time.” 

“With everything being 
online nowadays, I think 
people find before they 
even get to the school be¬ 
cause they’re already on 
Faceboolc — that they’ll go 
on and just become friends 


with people that are simi¬ 
lar ages and similar back¬ 
grounds, whatever their 
majors are.” 

However, Shanley warns 
that too much of a good 
thing exists if digital friend¬ 
ships overshadow inter¬ 
personal relationships. 

This is especially true in 
the first few weeks, when 
most people don’t have es¬ 
tablished friendships and 
it’s perfectly fine to intro¬ 
duce yourself and be friend¬ 
ly to as many people as pos¬ 
sible. 

Shanley says that once 
students are on campus, 
getting out and meeting 
people is critical to social 
development. She also adds 
that early on, colleges aim 
to promote these inter¬ 
actions. 

“For example, some 
dorms have different 
mixers, meet-and-greets, 
ways for people to get out,” 
Shanley says. After that, stu¬ 
dents should seek out peers 
with similar interests.
